Elba Grand Jury Endorses 
NewBrockton Courthouse 


The Elba Grand Jury met 
this week and came down hard 
in support of the move to build 
one courthouse in Coffee Coun- 
ty and to build it inNew Brock- 
ton. “Pure fantasy” is the 
way the Grand Jury described 
the idea of building two new 
courthouses and two new jails! 
Foreman of the Grand Jury was 
Charles Pearce. The Grand 
Jury report indicated the group 
had looked at the general 
fund of the county at the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year. It 
futher read, “Weare informed 
that the general fund is the fund 
from which any building of the 
nature of a courthouse or jail 
would have to be constructed. 
It is our studied opinion that 
for Coffee County to even think 
of building two (2) jails or 
two (2) courthouses is dealing 
in pure fantasy.” 

The report read that after 
“Putting aside any and all 
sectionalism . or _ political 
issues, this Grand Jury feels 
that this county and its people 
would be better served by hav- 
ing one (1) courthouse and one 
(1) jail...” It is continued, 
“We further feel that to serve 
all of the people a central lo- 
cation is desirable and that 
the location should be closer 
to the geographical center of 
the county than either Elba or 
Enterprise.

A two-car accident at ap- 
proximately 10:20 a.m. on 
Tuesday, November 30, re- 
sulted in minor injuries to the 
drivers of both vehicles. 


According to witnesses, the 
wreck, which occured on High- 
way’ 84 near McCall's store, 
happened when a Ford Fair- 
lane driven by Ross Lawson 
of New. Brockton attempted 
to pass a car and crossed in- 
to the path ofa Chevettedriven 
by Mrs. Cynthia Parton of Tex- 
as. 


Mr. Preston Fillman, the 
driver of the car Mr. Law- 
son was attempting to pass, 
reported “the car behind me 
(belonging to Lawson) pulled 
out to pass and saw the lit- 
tle red car (belonging to Par- 
ton) coming. The car then 
tried to go off on the should- 
er, but the red car hit it al- 
most head on.”

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THE RIGHT PERSPECTIVE 


In Psalm 73, the Psalmist 
talks about the seeming inequal- 
ity of the moral world. Why do 
good people suffer and wicked 
people prosper? Why is there 
no way to easily identify the 
good and the bad; the wicked and 
the righteous? The Psalmist 
goes on to indicate that his 
thinking was cleared when, in 
a time of worship, things were 


brought into the right pers- 
pective. Often individuals are 
confused, disheartened, and 


fearful because their set of 
values does not allow them to 
gef the right view of circum- 
séaaces and events. 


Through the course of ev- 
ents, people develop a sense of 
what is valuable and what is not. 
Thus, the priorities are set 
and subsequent situations are 
judged on the basis of those 
values. Therefore, it is of 
primary importance that one’s 
value system be worthy and 
dependable. To make value 
judgements on the foundation 
of false values can lead _ to 
disastrous results. A good 
example is the value assump- 


tion that wealth is the key to 
happiness. How sad to dis- 
cover that love cannot be bought,’ 
sunshine cannot be purchased, 
and health cannot be paid for. 
Parents and teachers should 
be careful to demonstrate pro- 
per value foundations so that 
those whose lives they influ- 
ence will be equipped to dev- 
elop a good value system. 
Perspective has a lot to do 
with the assessmentof values. 
Perspective has to do with 
relative importance. So, one 
thing may appear to be of over- 
riding concern until itis viewed 
as a part of the total picture. 
Such a view may greatly dim- 
inish its importance. Gaining 
a total view of life leads to 
maturity which enhances the 
ability to make right choices. 
Like the Psalmist, Christ- 
ians live in a real world where 
evil does sometimes seem to 
win the battle. Perhaps noth- 
ing is more important than the 
realization that ultimate re- 
sults are in God’s hands and 
therefore, good will triumph 
and right will win. The right 
perspective will help.

PACKING A LUNCH 


One daily task at our 
house, during the school year, 
is preparing a lunch. My 
Wife, Joyce, performs the 
small duty for Michael, our 
younger son. Mike prefers 
to take his lunch rather than 
eat at school because he can 
decide what he will have.

him. Another often had beans 
and onions, and others brought 
boiled corn, called ‘‘roasting 
ears.”’ 

In the warm months, it 
was fun to go outside under 
a nearby tree to eat. We 
had to be reminded to depos- 
it empty lunch bags and wrap- 
pers in a trash container even 
though the term ‘‘litter’’ was 
not in use. When it was 
cold, the warm stove was a 
gathering place for diners 
and we then pitched our lit- 
ter in the stove. 

Various methods were used 
to identify the different lunch- 
es. Names were often writ- 
ten on the bags, tags or stick- 
ers were sometimes used and 
students occasionally folded 
the top of the bag in a unique 
way, identifying it as his own. 

Teachers brought lunches, 
too, and usually ate with the 
students, At other times we 
were permitted to go to a 
hearby grocery or snack bar 
for lunch. For 25¢ one could 
purchase a Cola and a_ hot 
dog - and receive change! 

Though times have changed, 
it’s still fun to ‘“pack’’ a 
lunch to schoo}!

People who drink, wrote Shake- 
Speare, “put an enemy into their 
mouths to steal away their brains.” 
Are you legally responsible for 
what you do if your brain has 
been “stolen” by alcohol? 


Generally speaking, 


so long as 
intoxication was voluntary. 
ure indeed responsible, The 
drunk driver cannot escape blame 
for running down a pedestrian by 
cluiming that he did not know 
What he was doing, 

And in a defamation suit, the 
court rejected the defendant's plea 
that he was “under the influence” 
When he called a business rival a 
thief. 

“Drunkenness,” said the court. 
“will not excuse slander.” 

The law's attitude is that we 
each have a basic obligation to 
remain sober. 

“It is a duty which everyone 
owes to society to preserve the 
inestimable gift of reason,” said 
one judge. “If, by voluntary act. 
he temporarily casts off the re- 
straints of conscience, he is an- 
swerable for any injury he may 
do to others,” 

On the other hand, the law also 
requires a sober person, in deal- 
ing with a drunk, to treat him with 
fair regard for his disability, For 
example: 

A truck driver offered a ride to 
a man who was obviously intoxi- 
cated, allowing him to take a 
standing position on the open back 
platform, Within minutes the man 
fell out and suffered injury. 

In due course a court held the 
trucking company liable for its 
driver's negligence. The court said 
the driver should have had better 
sense than to expose a helpless 
man to such evident danger. 

And a city had to pay damages 
to a pedestrian who, while intoxi- 
cated, had fallen into an unpro- 
tected manhole. 

“A drunken man,” observed the 
court, “is as much entitled to a 
safe street as a sober one, and 
much more in need of it.”

In last week's article pre- 
occupation with drinking was 
discussed as an early warning 
Signal ofalcoholism. Following 
is a list of seven other early 
symptoms of alcoholic-type 
drinking that should be looked 
for in the suspected alcoholic. 
The list is taken from an art- 
icle by Dr. Richard O. Heil- 
man, called ‘Early Recognition 
of Alcoholism.’ 

Dr. Heilman emphasizes 
that the presence of as many as 
four of these symptoms reveals 
a drinking pattern that is not 
predominantly social drinking. 
He also emphasizes that there 
are other early warning signals 
but that these listed forma pat- 
tern of drinking that is. char- 
acteristic of all alcoholics. 

1. Increased Tolerance-It has 
been substantiated by research 
that the young alcoholic is able 
to drink considerably more than 
a social drinker and remain 
remarkably efficient mentally 
and physically. Most alcohol 
dependent persons interpret 
this ability as asignofspecial 
health of some kind. Needless 
to say, nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

2. Gulping Drinks-The alcohol 
dependent person usually or- 
ders a double martini, a dou- 
ble Manhattan, a double shot and 
a beer, etc., because his pri- 
mary intention in drinking is 
usually to ‘get high.’ ‘Getting

3. Drinks Alone-Sociability is 
not the important factor in the 
alcoholic’s drinking. He will 
drink at home when no one 
else is drinking. He will stop 
in a bar and-drink by him- 
self under the guise of social 
drinking because there are 
other people around. 

4. Use as a Medicine-Oncethe 
alcoholic recognizes the excep- 
tionally rewarding effects of 
alcohol, he often thinks of it 
as a kind of cure-all. He will 
use it as a tranquilizer for 
tension or anxiety or some- 
times as a nightcap to help 
him get to sleep. It is often 
times his first thought when 
he is suffering disagreeable 
physical symptoms for what- 
ever cause. In other words, 
he drinks ‘to calm ‘his nerves’ 
or ‘because he’s depressed.’ 
5.  Blackout-Sometimes, the 
morning after drinking the-al- 
coholic has difficulty recalling 
some of the events of the pre- 
vious evening. He may wake 
up and not be able to recall 
how or when he got home or 
he may not be able to recall 
clearly some of the later ey- 
ents of the previous evening. 
6. Protecting the Supply -Some- 
times the alcoholic feels more 
comfortable if he knows that 
alcohol is available in the e- 
vent he may need a drink 
for a ‘pick-me-up’ or ‘calmer.’ 
This preoccupation with having 
a sufficient supply leads in 
many cases to hiding liquor.

Carbon Monoxide 


Death Occurring 
In The State 


Several persons have died 
in Alabama since the onset 
of cold weather, Dr. C.J. Reh- 
ling, State Toxicologist, an- 
nounced recently. During cold 
weather, persons confine them- 
selves inhomes, trailers, cars, 
and other enclosures whichare 
heated by burning fuel oil, na- 
tural gas, or coal. 

Combustion products from 
heaters may cause carbon mo- 
noxide poisoning and death if. 
the exhaust system is defec- 
tive, Rehling pointed out. Car- 
bon monoxide is a tasteless, 
ordorless gas with a density 
about the same as air. Hence, 
fatal poisonings can easily and 
tragically occur unless the pub- 
lic is knowledgeable and alert 
to such dangers. 

Rehling state that such deaths 
can easily be prevented if in- 
dividuals would check their 
furnaces, heaters, and es- 
pecially the vents for defects. 
He also suggested that the ex- 
haust system of motor vehi- 
cles be examined and any de- 
fective parts be replaced. 

He warned that if you smell 
any exhaust or combustion od- 
ors while in a confined place, 
then you shculd immediately 
turn off the heater, open a door 
or window, aiid have the heat- 
ing system ; checked before 
using it again} Carbon monox- 
ide poisoning causes drow- 
siness and headaches in the 
early stages; so if you devel- 
op such symptoms, ycu should 
seek fresh air and turn your 
heating syssem off until you 
can have it} checked for de- 
fective operation. : 

Doctor Rehling noted that 
most of the deaths had oc- 
curred while indiviguais were 
parked in automobiles with 
the motor running and cau- 
tioned that the  practi¢e of, 
couples parking on a date is 
dangerous for this reason. 
He concluded saying falling 
asleep in a carbon monoxide 
contaminated atmosphere is 
normally a last and final 
sleep and one which can eas- 
ily be prevented.
